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Saudi Arabia on 50 MHz 


Reports on the Internet indicate that 7Z5O0 has even 
worked Israel on 50 MHz, but the only report with times, 
dates, and calls I have received so far is a QSO with G3SYC 
on May 19. 


Trans-Atlantic Reports 


Avelino, EH8BPX, in the Canary Islands (off the coast 
of Africa) mailed me a report of DX worked through May 11. 
It included only Europeans and STSDB. WA1OUB reports 
working Avelino on May 20. 


We do have reports of European 48.25 MHz video carri- 
ers being received in the USA. WA1OUB reports such recep- 
tion on May 9, and NS5JHV reports one on May 24. A VE8 50 
MHz beacon was reported heard in Europe, but no USA- 
Europe contact reports reached me by our deadline on the 
26 


TF3BM was reported worked by SM4POB on the 25th. 
That’s still Europe-Europe; but Iceland is the closest European 
country to the USA, and the only European country that many 
of us on the west coast have worked (and have been unable to 
get confirmed). 


144 MHz Sporadic-E 


Two meters has been worked by Sporadic-E a number of 
times and piaces in the Northern Hemisphere this month. The 
earliest reports I have are K7CA in DM26HH (southern 
Nevada) working W5s on May 13, followed by May 21 and 
26. WDOBQM in DN§81 (western Nebraska) reports working 
W8/9/ & 0 on May 25. 


For Japan, we have reports via JA1 VOK of two meter Es 
intra-JA on May 17-18 and to S. Korea on May 18. 


Is It Cycle 23 Yet? 


I don’t know! Already the smoothed sunspot number is 
lower than that of the minimum between solar cycles 21 and 
22. Now I read somewhere (and unfortunately misplaced) a 
letter/article (I thought it was in EOS) that insisted that the 
sunspots cited in our August and September 1995 issues were 
rogue spots, and did not belong to cycle 23 at all. 


And so, perhaps 1997 is a bit early to schedule that 6m 
DX-pedition/vacation to the Indian Ocean. However, if our 
suspicions that Es is negatively correlated to the sunspot 
number are correct, then summers 1996 and 1997 should still 


be winners. Anyone interested in six and two meter Es DX- 
peditions to the South Pacific and South Atlantic during 
December-January? Is there sufficient interest in 
Australia/New Zealand, South America, and Africa to make 
such expeditions worthwhile? Keep in mind that it will take 
well-equipped stations and lots of perseverance on both ends 
to make 3-4-& 5 hop 6m Es (or 2-hop 2m Es) pay off. 


Finally, is Es really better during low sunspot years? Or, 
is it that we are just becoming more aware of the possibilities 
of 144 and even 222 MHz Es? Let us see three to four years 
down the line what happens; but let us be eternally vigilant 
and keep reporting our findings. 


Contests 


I published the rules for the 50 MHz Summer DX 
Challenge, 1996 SMIRK Contest, and 1996 50 MHz DX 
Marathon in last month’s bulletin. I forgot to mention the 
deadline for reporting the latter; logs must be received by 
August 31 and should be posted by August 15 or earlier if 
from areas with postal delays. 


Rules for the ARRL June VHF QSO Party (June 8, 
1800 UTC - June 10 0300 UTC) were published in May 1996 
QST. Exchange grid squares. QSOs on 50 & 144 MHz count

In Argentina, the sector 
for the four meter band that is found among the channels four 
and five of television, is not allocated for radio amateurs. For 
that reason, we do not have much information of that band 
here.
